THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY 

Desiring to establish relations 
of confident collaboration between 
states within the framework of 
the charter and to make possible 
a general reduction of armaments 
in order that humanity may in 
future be spared the horrors of 
war and that the peoples may not 
be overwhelmed bY the continual 
increasing burden of military ex-
